Project Title: Canon Station Industrial Area [California Endangered Species Act (CESA) Incidental Take Permit No. 
2081-2016-065-03 Amendment No. 1 (ITP)] 

Project Location: The project is located on two parcels north and south of Canon Road in the City of Fairfield, 
Solano County. The Project site is bordered by the intersection of Canon Road and Northgate Road to the east 
and Vanden Road to the west. It is within City of Fairfield’s Train Station Specific Plan at an approximate Latitude 
38.302084°N, Longitude 121.935527°W.  

Project Description: This proposed project involves the development of agricultural grassland land into an industrial 
park. Project activities include grading and filling of the entire project site to accommodate foundation pads for 
buildings, streets, parking areas, other infrastructure, and utilities. 

The Project will result in impacts to 82.62 acres of California tiger salamander (Ambystoma californiense) habitat; 
the Project will permanently remove 52.29 acres of California tiger salamander habitat and temporarily impact 
30.33 acres. The project is expected to result in incidental take of California tiger salamander, which is designated 
as a threatened species under CESA. The ITP referenced above as issued by CDFW authorizes incidental take of 
species listed under CESA that may occur as a result of Project implementation.  

Minor Amendment No. 1 changes the ITP expiration date from December 31, 2021 to December 31, 2024.
